Transfer of Head Office of a registered Trade Union from one Siats 
to another State :-) The Registrar Additional Registrar, on receipt of a 
notice of transfer of the head office of a registered Trade Union from this 
State to another State , shall forward to the Registrar of the State to which 
the head office of the Trade Union has been transferred a copy of all the 
entries contained in the register prescribed by regulation 7 and a copy of the 
Rules of the union with all amendments thereto . 

(2) The Registrar of the State to which the head office of the trado 
union has been transferred may thereupon en er in his register the particulars 
relating to the trade union and certify the fact of such registration on the 

ertificate alıeady issued under regulation 6 . The Secretary of the unior 
shall present the certificate to the Registrar for this purpose. 

(3) The same procedure prescribed in clause (2 ) shall be followed 
also in respect of the trade union whose head office has been transferred to 
this State from another State: 

Provided that, if the name of the trade union , the head office of which 
has been transferred in this State from another State is identicalwith that by

which wny other trade union in this State bas been registered or in the 
opinion of the Registrar so , nearly resembles such name as to confuse the 
public or the members of either trade union as to their identity, the Registrar 
shall require the trade union whose head office has been transferred to this 
State from another State to change its name and may refuse to act under, 
clause (2 ) until such change has been made. " 

2. In Regulation 27, after clause (iv), the following clause shall be 
inserted , natuely : 

“ (v) The Registrar, on receipt of application for a copy of the certi. 
ficate of registration shall issue a certified copy of the same on a stamp paper 
of the value of Rupee one."
